When it 
was reported from the south early 
in the threshing season that a dem- 
onstration farm had yielded over 
60 bushels of wheat to the acre on 
a piece of land lacking less than 
half an acre some real good farmers 
smiled, but when they themselyes 
began separating their grain from 
the straw they smiled again to 
find that they reached the same 
figure and better in some cases and 
yet felt rather too modest to ex- 
press it. Now, however, the truth 
is leaking out and as threshing pro- 
proceeds some wonderful facts are 
discloses. 

May we select one from the many 
reports coming in. Now, be it re- 
membered this is not given by the 
owner of the crop, but was just 
dropped in a casual conversation 
and the Catt happened to be close 
enough toscatch it. It was just a few 
words: 

“Mr, F. Corbeil’ crop yielded 
17,000 bushels of wheat off 290 
acres,’?

Too much care cannot be exercised at this time of 
the year to prevent fires. The prairie grass is dried out 
and a match or spark, carelessly dropped, might start a 
blaze which would sweep the country for miles. Gleichen 
district has been most fortunate so far this year in this 
respect, but some very disastrous fires have been reported 
from points in Alberta and Saskatchewan, and in every 
case the loss of property has been heavy. In one case a 
human life was lost..

RATES OF WAGES 


Stratford, Ontario, and English Mane 
facturing Centre Compared 


In April, 1914, before the war was 
upon us, and the high cost of Mving 
claimed our attention, Mr. H. B. Mor 
phy, the member for North Perth, in 
which the city of Stratford is located, 
made a speech in the eourse of the 
budget debate, ir which he gave some 
interesting figures bearing on the 
average wages in the trades through- 
out England sad in his native city. 

Dealing with this subject, Mr. Mor 
phy said: “The firat point that I am 
going to touch upun is what is known 
as the high cost of living, and in con- 
nection with that I desire to compare 
the cost of living of the Canadian 
workmen with the cost of living of 
the British workmen, the cost of liv- 
fing under what is known as a pro- 
tective tariff in Canada as compared 
with the cost of living under a free 
trade or free food fiscal policy. That 
fe fair and germane to the subject 
at issue. 

“I have taken the trouble to secure 
ome figures in relation to the subject 
fust mentioned. I have taken the 
fates of wages of various trades com- 
mon in the city of Sratford, in the 
county of North Perth, which I have 
the honor to represent, and the rates 
fm the same trades in the City of Lon- 
Gon, or rather throughout England, 
using average wages. The figures in 
both cases I have had prepared for 
me by the Department of Labor of 
this Government, and I accept them 
Qs accurate. So far as the Canadian 
figures are concerned, I know that 
they are under rather than over-stated. 
Let us see in what position the work: 
ingmen in cheap-food England stands 
in regarc to what pay he gets com- 
pared with the same kind of man in 
the Dominion of Canada under a pro 
tective policy:

“I could go over the whole range 
of industrial life, and show that the 
artisan in the Dominion of Canada, 
ander the present policy, is getting a 
substantial wage which will enable 
him to live well and put something 
aside, while the wages paid in Great 
Britain to the same clags of artisan 
are aweat-shop wages unworthy to be 
paid to any laboring man who wishes 
te live decently. Hon, gentlemen op- 
posite desire to bring us to the same 
position as Great Britaia is in on the 
cheap-food plan. In Western Ontario, 
the mechanic, who ig 4 thinking man, 
bas the idea that he likes good wages 
and steady work. His argument is very 
terse, when some of these advocates 
of free trade or reciprocity come to 
him, He says: ‘I want work and con- 
tinuous work; at good wages; 1 am 
an industrious man, and, in getting 
work with good wages, it makes no 
@ifference to me whether bread costs 
three cents or seven cents a loaf, so 
long as I am well paid for my work; 
1 will live according ta my pocket, 
but 1 cannot pay one cent a loaf for 
bread if I am out of work and have 
po wages.’ I invite hon. gentlemen 
opposite to come to Westeryg Ontario 
and talk free food tg some of our ar- 
tisans. They will find that they are 
jn the wrong stall and that there ia 
pothing doing along that line.”
